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her  Immigrant  Ancestor,  and  thus  gave  direction  to  a  definite  line  of 
descent  of  hundreds  of  Darnalls,  etc.  ,  who  had  been  ascribed  previously 
to  the  Col.  Henry  Darnall  (Darnell)  line.  Also,  she  is  an  authority  on 
the  history  of  Col.  Henry  Darnall,  especially  as  it  pertains  to  the  Mary¬ 
land  families. 

Marion  Darnall  Wood,  of  Decatur,  Ill. ,  while  collecting  the  history 
of  the  family  in  general,  has  specialized  on  the  Edward  Darnall  line. 
She  has  edited,  corrected  and  made  additions  to  this  manuscript,  and 
particularly  cleared  up  the  line  of  descent  of  Isaac  and  Stacia  (McDaniel, 
McDonald)  Darnall,  from  whom  both  she  and  Mrs.  Culver  are  descended. 

George  B.  Darnell  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  a  descendant,  collected  much 
valuable  material  relating  to  the  Col.  Henry  Darnall  line,  and  Miss 
Elizabeth  DuHamel  published  a  booklet  on  this  and  related  families. 

Many  years  ago,  Franklin  Darneille  of  Springfield,  Ill. ,  and  Mary 
LaPage  Rollins,  of  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  became  interested  and  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  a  large  portion  of  the  collected  history  of  the  Darneille, 
Darnielle  branch  of  the  family.  They  also  collected  a  great  deal  of  data 
on  all  of  the  lines.  By  means  of  aform  letter  distributed  to  innumerable 
people  throughout  the  United  States,  Mrs.  Rollins  accumulated  much 
authentic  Darnall  family  history. 

Mrs.  Matthew  Cotton  Darnell,  widow  of  Dr.  Darnell  of  Frankfort, 
Ky. ,  has  spent  more  than  two  decades  in  collecting  data  on  the  Darnell, 
Darneal  line,  also  recording  and  transmitting  any  Darnall  data  found 
for  use  by  those  interested  in  other  lines. 
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While  the  compiler  has  spent  many  years  in  genealogical  research, 
little  could  have  been  accomplished  had  it  not  been  for  the  groundv/ork 
laid  by  the  aforementioned  laborers  in  the  field,  and  their  continued 
assistance. 

These  years  have  been  sufficient  to  cause  me  to  thoroughly  appreciate 
the  cost  in  time,  effort  and  money  represented  in  their  accumulation  of 
this  voluminous  data.  My  congratulations  and  thanks  to  all  of  them. 

All  are  indebted  to  those  doughty  pioneers  who,  as  soon  as  they  had 
decided  to  stay  any  length  of  time  in  one  place,  painstakingly  contrived 
some  sort  of  ledger  in  which  to  keep  a  record  of  the  activities  of  their 
neighbors  and  themselves.  Often  such  record  keepers  were  uneducated 
men,  but  with  the  innate  good  sense  to  know  that  even  an  illiterate  record 
is  better  than  none. 

Fire  and  indifference  are  the  great  stumbling  blocks  to  genealogical 
research.  Those  records  of  pioneer  days  that  have  escaped  fire  in 
many  states  are  in  a  precarious  condition  from  age  and  continuous  and 
or  rough  usage.  It  is  hoped  that  the  various  historical  societies  of  the 
country  will  exert  prompt  efforts  to  preserve  these  records. 

This  Genealogy  is  unnecessarily  incomplete,  because  it  seemed  im¬ 
possible  to  imbue  many  of  our  correspondents  with  the  idea  that  we 
wanted  their  individual  family  history  at  least,  even  if  they  knew  nothing 
of  ancestors  beyond  their  own  or  related  families.  Again,  there  is  the 
frustration  incident  to  the  refusal  of  some  to  give  any  information  what¬ 
soever  regarding  their  families. 

The  office  janitor  burned  one  note -book;  thus  destroying  information 
that  it  has  been  impossible  to  regain. 

However,  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  prove  to  be  an  inspiration  to  others 
to  correct  and  amplify  the  history  to  at  least  a  semblance  of  comple¬ 
tion.  Also,  any  such  history  must  constantly  be  added  to  in  order  to 
keep  it  of  value  to  oncoming  generations. 

No  claim  is  made  by  the  compiler  that  this  is  a  complete,  accurate 
history  of  the  Darnall  and  allied  families.  Every  effort  has  been  made 
to  avoid  errors,  but  they  will  be  found,  as  it  is  impossible  to  gather  so 
much  from  so  many  sources  without  them.  The  compiler  will  appreci¬ 
ate  receiving  any  additional  information  or  the  correction  of  any  errors.

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FORE  WORD 


Many  generations  have  come  and  gone  since  the  first  man  created 
Godin  his  own  image  and  likeness  and  assumed  the  reverse  to  be  true. 

If  the  Infinite  One  did  create  man  in  His  own  image,  consider  him 
His  masterpiece  and  so  important  that  He  must  "number  the  hairs  of 
his  head,"  then  He  must  have  spent  eons  of  time  since  in  silent  com¬ 
parison  to,  and  admiration  of  the  rest  of  His  universe. 

Since  the  second  man  was  born  to  contend  with  the  first,  argument 
has  never  ceased  as  to  his  relationship  to  his  God  and  to  his  fellowmen. 
Some  believe  in  strict  catholicity;  some  are  non-conformists;  others 
radical  dissenters.  Religious,  political  and  social  assumptions  have 
divided  families  and  rent  nations.  To  this  very  fact,  America  and  other 
western  nations  largely  owe  their  existence.  Americans  who  trace 
genealogical  lines  marvel  at  the  mutations  of  family  names,  as  the  re¬ 
sult  of  these  contentions. 

Just  when  the  first  man  exhibited  some  characteristic  that  reminded 
the  home  folks  of  a  tare  or  weed  is  known  only  to  the  Infinite  One  -  for, 
according  to  Holy  Writ,  darnel  means  tare  or  weed. 

Perhaps  the  first  DARNEL  was  stupid,  as  the  word  is  derived  from 
the  Old  French;  or  he  may  have  been  so  named  because  of  his  rivalry 
to  the  weeds  in  reproductive  prowess.  One  trying  to  trace  the  descen¬ 
dants  may  well  believe  the  latter. 

Intracingthe  Darnall,  etc.,  lineage  we  have  long  held  the  impression 
that  those  in  America  were  all  branches  of  one  family.  Many  have  not 
shared  this  belief  because  of  the  fact  that  there  were  intense  religious 
disagreements  between  the  principal  groups;  but  the  farther  we  go,  the 
more  convinced  we  become. 

The  American  Darnall  families  are  descendants  of  those  who  came 
here  approximately  at  the  time  of  Cromwell's  activities  in  England. 
They  were,  principally,  the  Catholic,  Dissenter,  and  Quaker  branches. 
These  latter  might  be  termed  the  "Dissenting  Dissenters."  They  settled 
in  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  and  avoided  contention  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible.  The  two  other  branches  settled  in  Maryland  and  Virginia  and 
continued  their  contention.  Those  conforming  to  the  Established  Church 
in  the  main  remained  in  England  and  have  had  rather  a  distinguished 
legal  and  ecclesiastical  history. 

County  Durham,  England,  seems  to  have  been  the  point  of  origin  of 
most  of  the  ancestors  of  the  family  in  this  hemisphere.  Indicative  of 
this  is  a  similarity  in  the  various  coats  of  arms. 
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OUR  ANCESTORS 


In  genealogy,  as  in  every  other  subject  of  interest  and  importance  to 
mankind,  there  is  a  happy  mean  between  two  extremes.  For  example, 
the  Chinese  worship  ancestors  to  a  degree  that  they  let  much  arable 
land  go  uncultivated  because  some  remote  ancestors  have  been  buried 
under  it;  while,  conversely,  many  an  American  is  so  disinterested  that 
he  does  not  know  the'  maiden  name  of  his  mother.  Also,  there  is  the 
man  who  is  so  proud  of  his  ancestry  that  he  feels  it  totally  unnecessary 
to  accomplish  anything  of  importance  himself;  while  another  of  standing 
and  accomplishment  in  his  community  is  so  self-sufficient  that  he  fears 
to  have  his  ancestry  traced  lest  somewhere  back  in  the  line  will  be  found 
one  who  was  "hanged  as  a  horse  thief."  This  quoted  phrase  is  one  all 
too  frequently  directed  at  the  genealogist  attempting  to  clear  up  a  family 
line. 

The  "self-made  man"  idea  has  so  taken  hold  of  many  Americans  that 
they  invariably  reply  to  queries  as  to  ancestors  with;  "it  is  not  what 
your  ancestors  were  or  didbut  what  you  are  and  do  that  counts."  While 
this  is  true,  it  is  much  more  likely  to  be  so  if  the  individual  knows  that 
he  has  an  honorable  ancestry  to  perpetuate.  Ancestors  are  the  neces¬ 
sary  concomitant  of  the  existence  of  every  individual. 

"Not  to  know  what  happened  before  we  were  born  is  to  remain  always 
a  child;  for  what  were  the  life  of  man  did  we  not  combine  present  events 
with  the  recollections  of  past  ages?"  (Cicero.)  Someone  has  aptly 
said;  "it  is  only  a  mule  that  has  no  pride  of  ancestry,  nor  hope  of 
posterity.  " 

Thomas  Lincoln  was  a  conspicuous  failure,  without  education  or  de¬ 
sire  for  it;  without  innate  good  judgment  or  thrift.  Yet,  Thomas  was  a 
product  of  good  ancestry  and  possessed  some  quality  responsible  for 
his  marriage  to  two  fine  women.  One  of  these  gave  birth  to  Abraham 
Lincoln  and  implanted  within  him  an  intense  desire  for  knowledge  and 
education.  After  her  death  and  burial  in  the  little  cemetery  in  Spencer 
County,  Indiana,  he  married  another  woman  who  recognized  and  fostered 
this  desire  of  Abe's,  despite  the  active  opposition  of  father  Thomas  . 
Just  who  it  was  that  implanted  the  genes  in  his  ancestral  lines  that  de¬ 
veloped  andflowered  in  Abraham  Lincoln  is  anybody' s  guess.  For  aught 
we  know  it  may  have  been  the  man  too  pusillanimous  to  acknowledge  the 
mother  of  Nancy  Hanks  as  his  offspring. 

Delving  into  the  history  of  American  families  discloses  a  very  con¬ 
sistent  pattern:  the  noble  and  ignoble,  the  intelligent  and  unintelligent, 
the  provident  and  improvident,  the  stable  and  unstable,  the  rich  and  the 
poor  -  and  this  applies  to  our  own  lines  as  well  as  to  the  lines  of  others. 
In  consequence,  our  genealogical  search  is  for  no  other  purpose  than  to 
establish  an  honest  and  as  complete  as  possible  history  of  the  family. 
Like  most  families  ours  can  boast  a  history  of  a  maximum  of  honor  and 
a  minimum  of  dishonor. 

In  searching  genealogical  lines,  family  given-names  are  of  signifi¬ 
cance.  It  is  a  very  meek  and  colorless  woman  that  does  not  have  con¬ 
siderable  to  say  about  the  naming  of  her  children,  and  having  family 
pride,  insists  on  naming  some  of  the  children  after  certain  of  her  own 
beloved  or  prominent  forebears.  On  the  other  hand,  because  of  the  old 
law  of  primogeniture,  and  the  assuming  of  the  family  surname  of  the 
man  by  the  woman  at  marriage,  both  usually  feel  pride  in  perpetuating 
the  given-names  of  the  males  and  females  of  the  husband's  line.  Thus, 
while  family  groups  of  the  same  line  vary  widely  in  their  so-called 
Christian  cognomens,  these  still  are  indicative  as  to  the  origin  of  the 
group. 
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One  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  disentangling  the  various  families 
of  a  line  of  early  Americans  was  their  tendency  in  the  selection  of 
Christian  names  to  try  to  first  exhaust  the  Old  Testament,  then  add  a 
few  names  from  the  New  -  the  size  of  the  families  giving  them  rather 
free  play  along  this  line.  Again,  aside  from  the  fact  that  there  was  no 
lexicon  that  was  a  standard  for  the  spelling  of  any  words,  much  less 
names,  many  of  the  early  official  license  clerks,  ministers  and  patrons, 
lacking  even  a  rudimentary  education,  became  the  world's  champion 
original  spellers. 

In  consequence,  the  name  DARNALL,  etc.,  e.g.  ,  which  in  France 
was  spelled  d'Arnal,  d'Arnald,  d'Arnall,  d'Arnalle,  d'Arnalt,  d'Arneille, 
d'Arnelle,  d'Arnold,  d'Arnolde,  d'Arnoul,  d'Arnould  and  d'Arnoult,  in 
England  and  America  was  spelled  in  various  other  ways. 

In  England,  in  the  Domesday  Book  of  1086  A.  D.  it  is  spelled  Dorynell. 
In  the  records  of  the  "Huguenot  Society  of  London"  the  names  are  spelled 
as  they  were  in  France,  plus  Darnall,  Darnell  and  Darnelle.  In  the 
"Returns  of  Aliens  in  London"  the  spelling  is  Darnalld,  Darnylion, 
Dernall,  Dernell,  Dornall,  Dornelle,  Dornelles  and  Dournelle.  In 
later  English  records  it  is  spelled  Darnall,  Darnaley,  Darnally,  Dar- 
naly,  Darnell,  Darnely  and  Darnill;  this  rather  indiscriminately  in  the 
same  families.  There  is  Darnella,  Darnelloe,  Darnelly  and  Darneloe, 
all  applied  to  the  same  individual;  and,  likewise,  Darnell  and  Darnelle; 
Darnelleye,  Darnelly,  Darnilley  and  Darnyllie.  In  addition,  we  find 
Dearnaly,  Darnley,  Darknall,  Darknell,  Dartnall  and  Dartnell. 

In  America,  the  accent  was  placed  on  the  first  syllable  for  many 
years,  and  the  terminal  syllable  pronounced  and  spelled  according  to 
choice.  In  some  sections  the  shortening  of  the  "r"  caused  the  name  to 
be  spelled  phonetically  in  many  instances,  so  that  we  occasionally  find 
Darnall  marriages  and  other  records  under  Donald,  Donall,  Donell, 
Daniel  and  Dannell,  still  further  complicating  our  task. 

Again,  those  copying  records  often  are  either  careless  or  poor  in¬ 
terpreters  of  the  original  hieroglyphics. 

The  principal  spellings  of  the  name  now  extant  in  the  United  States 
are  Darnall,  Darneille,  Darnell,  Darnold,  Durnal,  Durnall,  Durnell 
and  Durnil.  To  save  time,  the  name  whenever  used  will  be  spelled 
Darnall,  except  when  designating  individuals  known  to  have  spelled,  or 
who  do  spelltheir  names  otherwise.  Also,  names  are  spelled  as  found 
in  legal  or  other  records,  or  as  spelled  by  correspondents. 

Just  when  the  Darnalls  first  came  to  America  has  not  definitely  been 
determined,  but  as  there  is  concrete  evidence  that  members  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  were  here  early,  it  is  probable  that  some  of  them  came  to  America 
with  the  first  mission  sent  here  by  Lord  Baltimore  with  his  brother, 
Leonard  Calvert,  in  1634.  These  families  settledinthe  general  vicinity 
of  the  present  District  of  Columbia,  both  in  Maryland  and  Virginia. 
With  occasional  notable  exceptions,  they  were  Protestants. 

The  Haynes  Genealogy  records  that  in  Sudbury,  Mass.,  "In  1647 
Walter  Hayne  and  John  Groute  are  appointed  To  lay  out  a  cow-common 
for  the  town,  on  the  west  side  of  Sudbury  River,  from  GOODMAN  DAR- 
NILL’S  meadow  to  the  west  line."  "On  26  May  1646,  Walter  Hayne  and 
Robert  Darnill  were  chosen  for  one  yeare  to  oversee  the  making  and 
mending  of  all  the  highwayes  in  yetowne."  On  12  November  1662,  Mary 
Darnill  (Darnell)  married  Joseph  Noyes.  "He  was  a  man  of  considerable 
property,  owning  a  number  of  slaves."  This  establishes  them  in  New 
England  early  as  well  as  in  Maryland  and  Virginia. 
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Here  are  some  of  the  records  of  the  family  in  the  latter  area.  "Ad¬ 
venturers  For  Virginia  In  1620"  lists  a  Daniel  Darnelly. 

On  July  7,  1635  Thomas  Harwood  transported  William  Darneley  to 
Virginia. 

Richard  and  Thomas  Dornele  were  listed  in  "inventory  of  Immigrants 
Transported  in  1654,"  to  the  eastern  shore  of  Maryland  (County  Court 
Note  Book). 

In  the  Charles  City  Court  Orders  of  Virginia  Colonial  Abstracts,  Vol¬ 
ume  X,  Proceedings  of  December  17,  1655,  is  found  the  following  Darnail 
data:  "These  are  to  certifiethat  Howell  Pryse  hat.i  proved  right  by  tes¬ 
timony  produced  in  1950  acres  of  i_,and  for  the  Importation  of  -  -  -  -  4. 
Jo  Darnell  -  -  -  "It  is  ordered  that  Mrs.  Sara  Hoe  shall  out  of 

her  late  husband's  estate  pay  to  Mr.  Anthony  Wyatt  for  Capt.  Tno.  Dar¬ 
nell  what  shall  appear  due  upon  examinac'on  accts  of  a  bill  of  5593  lb 
tobo  &  cask,  with  costs  als  exec.  "  "Michaell  Master  confesses  judgt. 
to  Capt.  Thomas  Darnell  for  1255  lb  tobo  to  be  pd  10  Dec  next." 

Vol.  16:  Deed,  "9/21/1693,  David  Darnell  and  Margaret  (X)  his 
wife,  of  St.  Mary's  parish,  Richmond  Co.,  Virginia,  to  Hugh  French 
for  7000  lb  tobo.  600  acres  etc.,  adjng.  land  of  -  -  -  -,  Mr.  Sampson 
Darrell,  -  -  -  land  lying  in  Rappahannock  and  Stafford  Co.  s.  " 

In  the  April  1658  Provincial  Court  held  at  St.  Leonards,  Calvert  Co., 
Maryland,  "The  personal  effects  of  John  Darnail  (dec ’d)  numbered  some 
books  and  pewter."  (Maryland  Archives,  Vol.  IV,  page  475.) 

In  1661  in  Maryland,  Elizabeth  Darnell,  aged  23,  is  mentioned.  In 
1663  her  intention  to  marry  William  Brown  was  announced. 

In  1666  John  Darnell  was  in  the  list  of  tithables  in  Northampton  Co.  , 
Virginia,  and  about  1878,  William  Darnell  made  an  assignment  to  Joseph 
Gallyon  in  that  county.  In  March  1674  Richard  Darnell  was  transported 
to  Maryland. 

While  neither  the  first  nor  the  last  of  the  name  to  come  to  the  New 
World,  historically,  the  Darnells  most  prominent  in  early  American 
history  were  Henry  and  John  Darnail,  relatives  of  Lord  Baltimore,  who 
came  to  America  about  1662,  and  to  Maryland  ca  1665.  Like  Lord  Bal¬ 
timore  they  were  Catholics.  Both  held  positions  of  trust  under  the  Pro¬ 
prietor  -Henry  as  the  Proprietor's  Agent  and  John  as  Secretary.  Both 
were  men  of  affluence  and  social  distinction. 

In  1688,  the  so-called  Protestant  Revolution  found  Col.  Henry  Darnail 
loyal  to  his  friend,  relative  and  patron  Lord  Baltimore,  and  making  a 
valiant  effort  to  sustain  him  and  his  cause.  He  remained  a  staunch 
Catholic,  and  maintained  a  secret  compartment  in  his  home  "The  Wood- 
yard,"  where  priestly  vestments,  etc.,  were  kept  and  religious  services 
performed.  (Letter from  Judge  Hill,  a  descendant,  to  Thomas  L.  Dar¬ 
nell,  dated  14  May  1878.  )  Their  known  English  ancestry,  and  their 
prominence  in  early  Colonial  Maryland,  prompts  us  to  give  them  first 
consideration  in  this  compilation.  The  line  of  their  Darnail  ancestors 
in  Great  Britain,  derived  from  Lincolnshire  Pedigrees,  Harleiian  So¬ 
ciety  Publications,  the  Hertfordshire  and  other  Shire  Official  Records, 
Histories,  and  Visitations,  is  given  briefly  on  the  following  pages. 

The  Topographer  and  Genealogist,  Vol.  3,  page  566,  by  Nichols, 
discussing  Sherburn  Hospital,  Co.  Durham,  Eng.  ,  states:  'WILLIAM 
DARNELD,  Burgess  of  Gateshead,  Durham,  about  A.  D.  1283,  sells  to 
Brithmer  the  Smith,  his  land  in  Gateshead.  "  William  probably  was  an¬ 
cestor  to  the  following,  but  the  connection  is  not  established.

Was  Secretary  to  Sir  George  Calvert  and  accompanied  him  when 
he  was  sent  on  a  diplomatic  mission  to  France  by  the  King.  During 
this  mission,  which  lasted  for  several  years,  both  were  converted 
to  Catholicism.  Sir  George  possessed  an  estate,  Avalon,  in  Clo- 
hannon.  County  Wexford,  Ireland,  and  on  21  December  1626  willed 
property  in  Clohannon  to  Philip  Darnell.  Sir  George  was  knighted 
Lord  Baltimore,  but  did  not  live  long  enough  to  assume  the  pre¬ 
rogatives  of  the  office.  His  son  Cecilius,  Second  Lord  Baltimore, 
and  Philip's  sons  Henry  and  John,  were  fast  friends,  and  when  the 
King  gave  him  a  grant  of  territory  in  Newfoundland,  he  sent  Henry 
and  John  Darnell  with  his  son  Charles.  Finding  this  territory  too 
bleak  and  inhospitable  for  their  taste,  he  appealed  to  the  King  for  a 
new  grant  of  territory.  The  King  responded  with  a  grant  compris¬ 
ing  the  present  state  of  Maryland.  Philip  Darnell,  Gent. ,  in  1664 
was  granted  land  in  Maryland  abandonedby  John  Jenkins,  and  Lord 
Baltimore's  agents  were  cautioned  to  pay  Philip  his  rentals  promptly. 
Philip  and  Mary  spent  many  of  their  later  years  in  London  at  Lady 
Somerset's,  and  apparently  Philip  died  there.  Mary  returned  to 
Maryland  and  died  there  in  1692.

Eleanor  was  the  widow  of  Maj.  Thomas  Brooke 
Born  1645  in  Hertfordshire,  England.  Just  when  Henry 

and  his  brother  John  arrived  in  Maryland  is  not  definitely  known. 
Ithas  been  statedto  be  as  late  as  1772,  but  Maryland  records  name 
him  as  transporter  of  a  Richard  somebody  in  1664  and  also  as  a 
witness  in  a  case  that  same  year.  In  addition,  his  sister  Elizabeth 
received  a  grant  of  land  in  1663.  Henry  Darnall  was  both  affluent 
and  influential.  He  owned  much  land  and  many  slaves.  At  his 
death,  he  bequeathed  some  thirty  thousand  acres  of  land.  ("Will, 
V.  3,p.  196,  Baldwin's  Calendar  of  Md.  Wills")  His  home, "Dar¬ 
nall' s  Delight",  laten  called  "Woodyard",  was  the  scene  of  much 
social  activity;  his  broad,  heavily  wooded  acres  affording  excellent 
opportunity  to  indulge  a  favorite  sport:  following  the  hounds  in  the 
chase. 

As  Proprietary's  Agent,  Deputy-Governor,  and  in  other  offices 
of  public  trust,  he  served  Lord  Baltimore  and  Maryland  for  many 
years. 

A  devout  Roman  Catholic,  he  sent  his  sons  to  Jesuit  schools  in 
Europe  -  one  of  the  inciting  factors  in  the  "Protestant  Revolution"; 
following  which,  Henry  maintained  secret  quarters  in  his  home, 
with  all  equipment  necessary  for  observing  the  rites  of  his  religion. 
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He  is  buried  at  "Woodyard".  A  descendant,  George  B.  Darnell, 
examining  the  burial  plot  some  two  centuries  later,  found  the  stone, 
of  slate,  split  lengthwise,  and  bearing  the  following  epitaph: 


Here  lyeth  intered,  ye  body  of 
COL.  HENRY  DARNELL 
Son  of  PHILIP  DARNELL,  Esq. 
Who  departed  this  life  ye  17th  day 
of  June  in  ye  year  of  our  Lord,  17  n 
in  ye  66th  year  of  his  age. 


While  the  name  is  here  spelled  DARNELL,  his  preference  was 
for  DARNALL,  as  shown  by  his  signature  on  official  documents 
still  extant. 

The  interweaving  of  the  lines  of  descent,  both  direct  and  collateral, 
from  COL.  HENRY  DARNALL  and  JOHN  DARNALL  and  their  wives, 
forms  a  very  intricate  and  highly  interesting  pattern  of  interrela¬ 
tionships.  A  rather  complete  exposition  of  these  relationships  may 
be  found  in  ACROSS  THE  YEARS  IN  PRINCE  GEORGE’S  COUNTY, 
1947,  by  Effie  Gwynn  Bowie,  Upper  Marlborough,  Maryland.

The  compiler  has  no  birth  date  or  marriage  date  for  Nicholas 
Lowe  Darnall  3rd  of  Portland  Manor,  Anne  Arundel  County,  Mary¬ 
land.  His  estate  was  appraised  21  October  1800  and  he  was  men¬ 
tioned  as  deceased  at  the  writing  of  Elizabeth  (Darnall)  Smith's  will 
in  1801.  The  only  concensus  of  opinion  of  his  descendants  as  to  the 
name  of  his  wife  is  that  her  name  was  Hall.  Some  informants  give 
her  Christian  name  as  Susannah,  a  daughter  of  Francis  Hall  and 
Dorothy  Lowe;  the  latter  the  daughter  of  Col.  Henry  Lowe  and 
Susanna  Maria  (Bennett-Darnall),  widow  of  John  Darnall,  brother 
of  Col.  Henry  Darnall.  Mrs.  Hodges  lists  the  marriage  of  Nicholas 
Lowe  Darnall  and  Susannah  Hall  prior  to  1756.  Other  descendants 
(letter  from  George  Briggs  Darnall,  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  his  daugh¬ 
ter,  1925)  state  that  it  was  Eleanor  Hall.  But,  Effie  Gwynn  Bowie, 
in  Across  The  Years  In  Prince  George's  County,  pages  418-19, 
states:  "Susannah,  daughter  of  Francis  Hall  and  Dorothy,  married 
Henry  Darnall  of  Anne  Arundel  County  and  had  two  sons,  Philip  and 
Henry  Darnall;  perhaps  others."  Then  follows  in  quotation  marks: 
"Enrolled  by  Philip  Darnall,  April  14,  1780,  I,  Francis  Hall  of 

Prince  George's  Co.,  Gent.,  for  love . which  I  bear  my 

grandsons  Philip  and  Henry  Darnall  of  County  aforesaid,  give  them 
each  5  shillings  and  negroes.  In  presence  of  Benjamin  and  Henry 
L.  Hall."  "(L.  O.  M.  )".  Most  correspondents  name  the  sons  as  I 
have  them  in  the  following  table.  None  seems  to  know  of  the  daugh¬ 
ter  Elizabeth;  but  she  is  specifically  named  in  a  bequest  by  Eliza¬ 
beth  (Darnall)  Smith  as  "Elizabeth,  daughter  of  my  brother  Nicholas, 
deceased. " 

In  those  days  of  normally  large  families,  this  family  as  given  is 
abnormally  small;  the  time  space  between  children  seems  unusually 
wide,  and  the  children  born  rather  late  in  life,  if  Susannah  Hall, 
born  ca  1723,  were  the  wife. 

With  a  distance  of  about  2300  miles,  as  the  crow  flies,  and  of 
nearly  200  years  of  time  gap,  one  can  only  hazard  a  guess  as  to 
the  facts.  Your  guess  is  as  good  as  mine.

Henry,  his  wife,  his  brother  Robert,  and  Mary,  all  pe- 
titioned  the  court  to  pass  such  an  act.  The  act  was  passed  on  4  June 
1768,  the  daybeforethe  wedding  occurred,  Daniel  Dulaney  dissent¬ 
ing,  on  the  grounds  that  existing  statutes  fully  covered  such  cases. 
It  seems  probable  that  the  character  of  Henry  was  conducive  to  such 
a  settlement  for  the  protection  of  all  concerned,

JOHN  E.  DARNALL  and  ALFRED  E.  DARNELL,  both  of  New 
Jersey,  are  the  principal  sources  of  information  on  this  line. 

1  JOHN  DARNELL 

Conducted  a  school  in  one  of  the  suburbs  of  London,  England. 
While  on  his  way  to  America  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1700, 
he  died  of  Ship's  Fever  (Typhus). 

The  family  arrived  in  the  United  States  in  1700  and  landed  at 
Clemell,  now  Salem,  New  Jersey,  later  settling  in  Evesham  Twp.  , 
Burlington  Co.  ,  New  Jersey.  John  E.  Darnell,  a  great-great- 
great  grandson,  who  at  last  accounts  owned  and  resided  upon  the 
old  homestead,  had  in  his  possession  family  documents  on  parch¬ 
ment  in  which  the  name  is  spelled  Dearnal  and  various  other  ways, 
even  Darlin  and  Darling,  and  bore  a  Coat  of  Arms,  as  also  did  the 
silverware  and  dishes.  Apparently,  the  Arms  were  those  of  Darnel 
or  Darnolof  London:  -  Or  on  abendbetween  two  fleurs-de-lis  Sable 
three  leopards'  heads  or.

In  America,  while  having  afairly  extensive  roster  of  those  bear¬ 
ing  the  name,  it  seems  an  impossible  task  to  group  them  into  con¬ 
nected,  consecutive  lines.  The  most  to  be  hoped  for,  is  to  furnish 
a  basis  from  which  later  researchers  may  build. 

The  marriage  of  the  widow  Rebecca  Darnall  to  James  Empson 
and  the  later  occurrence  of  Empson  as  a  given  name  in  the  family 
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seems  to  be  indicative,  but  may  be  pure  coincidence.  Any  definite 
information,  either  corroborative  or  contradictory,  will  be  ap¬ 
preciated. 

In  America,  John  Dernall  was  the  first  of  the  clan  on  record. 
The  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  and  southeastern  Pennsylvania,  in¬ 
cluding  the  three  counties  later  formed  into  the  State  of  Delaware, 
was  the  center  of  their  activities  over  a  considerable  period  of 
years. 

Following  their  course  of  migration  has  been  greatly  hampered 
by  the  failure  of  early  record  keepers  to  distinguish  between  the 
various  spellings  and  pronunciations  of  the  name.  The  Dernall, 
Dernell,  Durnal,  etc. ,  branch  seeming  to  have  suffered  particu¬ 
larly  in  this  respect. 

Consequently,  there  is  quite  a  hiatus  between  the  earliest  and 
later  definite  family  tables. 

To  add  spice  to  the  genealogical  menu,  some  of  them  are  merely 
descendants  of  Darnalls  or  Darnells  who,  because  poor  penmanship 
contrived  a  letter  that  was  unclosed  at  the  top,  copied  the  name  as 
Durnall  or  Durnell  and  this  was  continuedby  succeeding  generations. 

Many  of  the  members  of  this  branch  were  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends,  or  Quakers.

But,  with-holding  publication  of  the  book  for  about  two  months  and 
after  repeated  promises  to  send  me  the  information  or  to  give  it  to  me, 
without  results,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  I  was  merely  getting  the 
runaround,  and  that  it  was  useless  to  further  delay  publication.

Nicholas  (#373)  and  Thomas  Darnall  (#374)  were  granted  land  in 
Warren  Co.  ,  Ky. ,  26  July  1799. 

Benjamin  Darnal  (#388)  married  Polly  Hinson  in  Warren  Co.  , 
Ky. ,  1  August  1804,  and  Nancy  Darnall  married  Moses  Ingram  4 
October  1808  in  Montgomery  Co.  ,  Tennessee. 

The  will  of  Benjamin  Ingram  of  Caldwell  Co.,  Ky.  ,  written  15 
July  1810  and  probated  5  October  1810,  mentions  William  Darnall

Co.,  Tenn. "  By  1822  Anderson  Darnall  (#411)  was  performing 
marriage  ceremonies  in  Sumner  Co. ,  Tennessee;  thereafter,  he 
moved  on  south  to  Rutherford  Co. ,  Tennessee. 

William  Darnall  (#39 1 )  removed  into  adjoining  Simpson  Co. ,  Ky.  , 
where  he  died.  In  his  will,  he  names  William  (#393),  Washington 
(#394),  Nicholas  (#395),  Sarah  (#396),  Susan  (#397),  Delia  (#398), 
and  Polly  Darnall  (#  392).  Washington  Darnal  (#394 )  married  Betsey 
Gibson,  and  Sally  Durnal  (#396)  married  John  Chapman  in  Sumner 
Co.  ,  Tennessee  on  30  June  1830. 

Since  the  descendants  of  Anderson  Darnall  (#411)  all  still  spell

Gleanings  in  available  English  Records  have  not  revealed  very 
many  Darnalls,  etc.,  bearing  the  Christian  name  Edward. 

A  reference  to  the  Introduction  to  this  Volume  will  show  that  the 
spelling  of  the  surname  is  of  little  moment;  since  several  members 
of  the  same  family  may  have  their  names  spelled  in  as  many  different 
ways.  Dar-knall  or  Dar-knell  is  merely  adding  the  letter  'k'tothe 
second  syllable,  to  spell  it  knall  or  knell. 

In  Sussex  and  some  of  the  other  southern  shires,  it  is  most  fre¬ 
quently  spelled  Dartnall  or  Dartnell,  and,  occasionally,  Darkenhall. 

We  find  Edward  Dartnell,  early  in  1559  and  Edward  Darknall, 
Gent,  in  1578,  in  Parham,  Sussex.

"Edward  Darnoll  servanttoMr.  Phillip  Lynds"  (Lynes)  "being 
according  to  act  of  Assembly  brought  hither  to  hand  (have?) 
his  age  adjudged  for  Conveying  to  this  country  without  Indenture 
it  is  adjudged  by  ye  court  hereupon  bein'  of  ye  said  servant 
that  he  is  seventeen  years  of  age  and  orderedthat  he  serve  his 
said  master  or  his  assigns  according  to  act  in  that  case  made 
and  provided.  " 

At  what  age  Edward  married  and  the  locale  of  his  activities  prior 
to  1714  when  he  prayed  for  a  cattle  mark  for  his  son,  John,  is  not 
known  to  us.  On  27  April  1727  Henry  Darnel,  acting  as  agent  for 
His  Lordship,  Baltimore,  conveyed  to  Edward  Darnel  a  portion  of 
His  Lordship's  Manor  of  Zachia,  situated  in  Charles  Co.  ,  Md.  , 
for  the  period  of  three  lifetimes  -  a  period  of  ninety-nine  years. 

His  will,  written  1751  and  probated  in  1754,  bequeaths  to 

William  Thomas,  1  negro  man  Jack,  one  cow  with  her  future  in¬ 
crease,  one  feather  bed  and  furniture,  to  him  and  his  heirs. 

My  son  Edward  two  cows  and  calves  and  hand  mill  which  are  men¬ 
tioned  to  him  in  a  bond;  also  one  cupboard,  to  him  and  his  heirs. 

My  son  William  one  feather  bed  with  strip  ticking  and  bolster, 
rugg,  and  two  pillows  to  him  and  his  heirs. 

My  son  Isaac  my  old  gunn. 

The  rest  of  my  personal  estate  whether  moveable  or  immovable 
to  be  equally  divided  among  the  rest  of  my  children  named  as  follows: 
Thomas,  Mary,  Sarah  and  Elizabeth  to  them  and  their  heirs.

Isaac  Darnall  (#21)  was  a  private,  "16th  name  in  the  3rd  Co.  of  the 
Upper  Battallion"  of  Montgomery  Co.  ,  Md.  ,  Militia.  "Rev.  War  Mil. 
List.  "  p.  109. 

His  son,  Charles  Darnall  (#28),  the  progenitor  of  the  Kentucky  branch 
of  the  family,  came  from  Maryland  to  the  blue  grass  region  of  Kentucky 
near  Paris,  in  Bourbon  County.  He  brought  considerable  property  and 
slaves.  Contrary  to  most  of  the  early  immigrants  to  Kentucky,  he  ac¬ 
quired  land  by  purchase.  Accustomed  to  fixed  boundaries  and  well  es¬ 
tablished  titles,  asfoundin  Maryland,  and  unaccustomed  to  the  indefinite 
boundaries  and  insecure  titles  of  Kentucky,  he  lost  possession  of  his 
land.  Undaunted  by  this  hardship,  he  removed  to  Fleming  County,  ac¬ 
quired  more  land  and  established  a  family  of  prominence  and  public 
esteem.  Ministers  of  prominence;  merchants  of  wide  scope;  farmers 
on  an  extensive  scale,  their  tendency  was  to  build  large,  brick  Colonial 
type  houses,  with  spacious  grounds  and  pleasant  views. 

While  I  was  spending  a  week-end  in  one  of  these  old  mansions,  a 
Darnall  relative,  a  lady  who  was  born  in  Ohio  and  had  taught  school 
there  and  in  the  east  for  several  years,  also  was  visiting  the  people. 
She  told  me  the  following  story:  - 

"Col.  William  Hodge  Darnall  (#160)  had  a  sort  of  carry-all,  or  bus, 
to  haul  his  slaves  to  church  and  other  gatherings.  One  Sunday,  a  female 
slave,  whohadbeen  disobedient,  was  made  to  stay  at  home  and  in  con¬ 
sequence  threatened  to  "burn  de  house  down"  in  reprisal.  Not  taking 
the  threat  seriously,  the  others  went  on  to  church.  When  they  returned, 
they  found  only  a  smoking  ruins." 

Knowingthe  story,  and  having  heard  many  stories  of  inhumane  treat¬ 
ment  of  slaves,  the  lady  was  curious  to  know  what  punishment  had  been 
meted  out  in  this  instance.  On  an  earlier  visit  to  Kentucky,  years  before 
she  told  me  the  story,  she  had  visited  an  elderly  lady,  a  relative  of 
William  Hodge,  who  was  young  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  and  inquired  as 
to  what  penalty  had  been  inflicted  on  the  slave.  It  was  "to  pack  her 
clothes  and  leave;  as  he  did  not  wantto  ever  see  her  face  again.  "  This 
truly  was  a  severe  punishment  in  the  case  of  a  slave;  but  hardly  "sob- 
sister"  material. 

Many  of  the  Darnalls  were  widely  interested  in  business  and  civic 
affairs.  I  found  ledgers  of  Henry  Jackson  Darnall  used  in  his  Mercan¬ 
tile  transactions  and  his  name  in  land  transactions  in  other  southern 
Kentucky  counties.  He  compiled  a  short  genealogy  of  his  family  which, 
unfortunately  gave  the  Col.  Henry  line  as  his  Immigrant  Ancestors. 

These  were  and  are  people  of  ambition,  probity,  pride  and  substance. 
In  this  day  of  seeming  lack  of  respect  for  God,  man  or  property,  those 
who  carry  the  genes  of  this  family  in  their  blood  may  well  take  pride 
in  that  fact. 
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DARNEILLE  BRANCH  OF  THE  DARNALL  FAMILY 

The  Darneille,  Darnielle  branch  of  the  family  was  a  puzzler  from  the 
beginning;  being  such  a  radical  change  from  the  generally  accepted 
Anglicized  spellings  of  the  name.  Knowing  that  the  mutation  had  oc¬ 
curred  around  1800,  it  seemed  at  least  interesting  to  attempt  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  cause. 

Increasing  the  difficulty  was  the  fact  that  two  apparently  distinct  lines 
made  the  change  at  approximately  the  same  time,  and  some  branches 
of  another  line  changed  the  spelling  to  Darneal. 

Frank  Darneille  of  Springfield,  Ill.  ,  made  personal  pilgrimages  to 
the  localities  where  the  changes  occurred,  examined  records,  and 
made  deductions,  andfinally  arrived  at  a  conclusion  that  I  believe  to  be 
the  correct  one. 

The  first  in  Americato  spellthe  name  Darneille  was  Isaac  Darneille, 
who  was  ordained  an  Episcopalian  minister  by  Bishop  White  of  Penn, 
in  1789.  To  receive  this  ordination  required  that  he  be  at  least  twenty- 
five  years  old.  (Rev.  Benjamin  J.  Darneille,  now  dec'd.  ) 

The  origin  of  Rev.  Isaac  Darneille  has  been  as  obscure  and  elusive 
as  the  origin  of  the  spelling  of  his  name. 

However,  an  Anne  Darneille  (#341  a)  was  buried  at  St.  Martin  Orgar, 
England,  13  August  1681.  Peter  (#341b),  son  of  Peter  D'Aurnal(#341c), 
a  soldier,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  from  Sudbury,  County  Suffolk,  Eng.  , 
are  mentioned  5  December  1716. 

In  America,  Cleo  M.  d'Arnelle,  (#341d),  daughter  of  Alphonse  Cortonio 
d'Arnelle  and  Carolyne  Spryng  of  France,  born  13  September  1908,  was 
married  in  Hamilton  County,  Ohio  in  1930. 

From  various  sources  it  was  learned  that  the  Rev.  Isaac  was  a  man 
of  commanding  presence  -  handsome,  brilliant,  and  suave.  Of  necessity 
he  was  a  Latin  scholar,  but  also  spoke  French  as  fluently  as  he  spoke 
English.  He  was  versed  in  French  literature,  and  was  an  ardent  ad¬ 
mirer  of  the  brothers  Corneille,  French  dramatists,  especially  Pierre 
Corneille,  and  particularly  ofnCid"  -  Pierre's  extremely  popular  play. 
His  knowledge  that  the  family  was  of  French  origin  perhaps  influenced 
him  to  adopt  Darneille  as  the  proper  spelling. 

His  first  pastorate  was  at  Warminster,  a  small  town  on  the  James 
River  in  Nelson  County,  Va.  ,  with  congregations  in  Albemarle  County 
also  being  served.  He  had  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Digges, 
of  Amherst  County,  in  1789,  so  evidently  was  well  acquainted  with  the 
people  there  and  in  the  surrounding  territory. 

In  this  territory  lived  Moses  Darnal  (Darnel,  Darnold)  (V.  II)  whose 
wife  was  interredin  Albemarle  County.  Her  tombstone  reads  "Frances 
DARNELE,  wife  of  Moses  DARNOLD."  In  her  will,  the  name  is  spelled 
Darniel,  but  in  the  settlement  of  her  estate,  the  name  is  spelled  Dar¬ 
neille  throughout.  David  Darnall  (V.  II),  of  Maryland  and  Virginia, 
was  the  ancestor  of  Moses.  The  descendants  of  Moses  now  spell  the 
name  Darnell  or  Darnold. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  most  convincing  evidence  indicates  Thomas 
Thomas  Darneille  (#  ZZ)  to  be  a  descendant  of  the  immigrant  Edward 
Darnall  of  Maryland,  through  Edward's  son  John  (#  1Z).  His  son, 
Samuel  Smith  Darnall  (#34Z),  and  his  daughter  Elizabeth  Thomas  Dar¬ 
nall  (#343)  respectively,  were  baptized  as  such  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Piscataway  Parish,  Prince  George's  County,  Md.  Thomas  was  granted 
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land  in  1783  as  Thomas  Darnel,  and  signed  legal  papers  for  years  as 
Thomas  Darnall;  yet  the  name  is  spelled  Darneille  throughout  in  his 
will,  and  all  of  his  younger  children  meticulously  spelled  the  name  that 
way. 

An  early  governor  of  Illinois,  John  Reynolds,  discussed  Rev.  Isaac 
Darneille  quite  extensively,  but  always  spelled  the  name  Darniel.  From 
this  some  of  the  families  spell  the  name  Darnielle.  Gov.  Reynolds 
also  is  authority  for  the  statement  that  Rev.  Isaac  Darneille  went  to 
western  Kentucky  and  taught  school  in  his  later  years,  dying  there  in 
1830. 

In  that  area  were  families  of  Darnells,  known  to  descend  from  Dr. 
David  Darnell  (V.  II)  of  Maryland  and  Virginia.  Following  the  advent 
of  Rev.  Isaac  in  this  territory,  some  of  the  branches  of  this  family 
changed  the  spellingto  Darneal,  a  much  easier  and  more  logical  change 
in  spelling  than  Darneille. 

The  evidence  that  the  Rev.  Isaac  Darneille  was  responsible  for  these 
changes  is  not  absolute,  but  consists  of  such  a  series  of  related  events 
as  to  be  beyond  mere  coincidence. 

The  following  was  copied  from  original  Virginia  Survey  Records,  on 
file  in  the  Kentucky  Land  Office  at  Frankfort,  Ky. 

"Patrick  Henry,  Esquire,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
to  whom  these  presents  shall  come  -  Greetings:  Know  ye  that  by  virtue 
of  a  certificate  in  right  of  settlement  given  by  the  Commissioners  for 
adjusting  the  titles  to  unpatented  lands  in  the  District  of  Kentucky  and 
in  consideration  of  the  ancient  composition  of  two  pounds  sterling  paid 
by  Thomas  Darnall  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  there  is 
granted  by  the  said  Commonwealth  unto  said  Thomas  Darnall  four  hun¬ 
dred  acres  by  survey  bearing  date  the  eighteenth  day  of  September, 
One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eightythree,  lying  and  being  in  the 
County  of  Fayette  on  the  waters  of  Stoner's  Fork  of  the  Licking  Creek, 
about  six  miles  above  the  mouth  of  Wolf’s  Creek  and  bounded  as  fol¬ 
io  weth:  To -wit:  Beginning  at  an  Elm  and  Sugar  tree  running  thence 
South  forty-five  degrees.  East  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  poles  to  a 
Buckeye  and  two  Sugar  trees  thence  North  forty-five  degrees.  East 
two  hundred  and  fifty-two  poles  to  two  Lynns  and  Sugar  trees,  thence 
North  forty-five  degrees  West  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  poles  to  an 
Elm  tree  and  Hickory  South  forty-five  degrees  West  two  hundred  and 
fifty-two  poles  to  the  beginning  with  its  appurtenances  to  have  and  to 
hold  the  said  tract  or  parcel  of  land  with  its  appurtenances  to  the  said 
Thomas  Darnell  and  his  Heirs  forever. 

In  witness  whereof  the  said  Patrick  Henry,  Esquire,  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  hath  hereunto  set  his  hand  and  caused  the 
seal  of  said  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  to  be  affixed  at  Richmond,  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  Commonwealth  the  Ninth. 

Signed.  PATRICK  HENRY.  " 

The  original  survey  shows  that  William  Triplett,  D.  S.F.C.  and  T. 
Menhall,  S.F.C.,  entered  the  survey  on  February  2,  1780,  and  on  the 
right  of  the  document  is  a  sketch  of  the  original  survey.  The  piece  is 
approximately  square,  and  shows  three  streams  of  water  angling 
across  it.

I  Thomas  Darneille,  Sr. ,  of  the  County 
of  Bourbon,  State  of  Kentucky,  have  made  and  committed  my  last  will 
and  testament  and  have  disposed  of  my  estate  in  manner  and  form  fol¬ 
lowing,  to  wit: 

Item,  It  is  my  will  and  pleasure  that  my  servant  woman  Pats  should 
be  free  at  my  death. 

Item,  It  is  my  will  and  pleasure  that  my  servant  man  Dave,  should 
be  sold  as  soon  as  convenient  after  my  death  for  a  reasonable  credit  of 
Gold  or  silver,  for  the  term  of  six  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the 
said  servant  man  shall  be  free. 

Item,  It  is  my  will  and  pleasure  that  my  saws  and  movable  property 
should  be  sold  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  my  death  for  rea¬ 
sonable  credit  of  gold  or  silver  and  the  money  arising  from  the  said 
property  and  said  servant  man  Dave,  after  paying  to  my  son  Thomas 
Darneille  Jr.,  two  hundred  and  thirty  eight  dollars  in  gold  or  silver, 
and  after  paying  my  other  just  debts,  should  be  divided  among  my  child¬ 
ren  and  their  heirs  as  follows,  to  wit:  Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the 
heirs  of  my  son  Samuel  S.  Darneille,  deceased,  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  no  more  forever.  Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  the  children  of  my 
daughter  Elizabeth  Chorn,  deceased,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  no 
more  forever. 

Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Isaac  Darneille,  and  his  heirs 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  no  more  forever. 

Item,  I  give  andbequeathto  the  heirs  of  my  daughter  "Linny"  Rawl¬ 
ings,  deceased,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  no  more  forever.  Item,  it 
is  my  will  and  pleasure  that  the  residue  of  my  said  money  should  be 
divided  into  ten  equal  parts  or  shares  of  which  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  daughter  Susannah  Howard,  and  my  son  Archibald  Darneille,  my 
daughter  Nancy  Parks,  my  daughter  Rebecca  Wycoff,  and  to  my  son 
Barton  Darneille,  the  heirs  of  son  'Henzie*  Darneille,  deceased  and  to 
my  son  John  Darneille,  each  one  share.  It  is  my  express  wish  and 
pleasure  that  if  Susannah  Howard  should  die  without  having  children  to 
heir  her  estate  the  above  legacy  shall  revert  to  my  heirs  and  be  equally 
divided  between  my  seven  last  named  heirs  to  this  my  last  will  and 
testament.  And  further,  it  is  my  express  will  and  pleasure  that  the  said 
mentioned  $238.00  mentioned  above  should  be  paid  to  my  son  Thomas 
Darneille,  Jr.  ,  out  of  the  first  moneythat  shall  be  collected  of  the  price 
of  above  mentioned  property,  and  I  do  by  these  presence  constitute  and 
appoint  my  son  Thomas  Darneille,  Jr.  ,  sole  executor  of  this  my  last 
will  and  testament,  to  carry  the  same  into  full  and  complete  effect, 
hereby  revoking  all  other  wills  and  testaments  ever  made  by  me,  in 
testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  affixed  my  seal  this 
first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-five.

Thomas  Thomas  Darneille  was  in  Albemarle  County,  Va.  ,  in 
1773,  as  his  son  Archelaus  (later  Archibald)  was  born  there  at  that 
time  (family  legend).  Was  with  George  Rogers  Clark  (also  of  Al¬ 
bemarle  Co. ,  Va. )  in  his  campaign  against  the  Wabash  Indians  and 
at  the  capture  of  Vincennes.  For  this  he  received  "scrip,"  as  shown 
by  its  later  transfer  for  $13.33.  In  1783  he  received,  as  Thomas 
Darnel,  a  grant  of  400  acres  of  land  lying  in  what  is  now  Bourbon 
Co. ,  Ky.  ,  about  one  and  one -half  miles  northwest  of  N.  Middleton 
in  that  county,  and  some  five  or  six  miles  southeast  of  Paris,  Ky. 
It  lies  at  the  junction  of  Scott  Creek  and  Stoner'sFork  of  the  Licking 
River,  and  was  known  as  "The  Springs";  there  being  three  large 
springs  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  original  home  site.  He  died 
7  July  1825  in  Bourbon  County,  Ky.  On  3  October  1825,  following 
his  death,  his  widow  Elizabeth,  deeded  to  the  heirs  of  Thomas  T. 
Darnall,  Nancy  Parks,  SusannahHoward,  Rebecca  Wychoff,  Thomas 
Darnall,  Jr. ,  Barton  Darnall,  heirs  of  Henza  Darnall,  dec'd  and 
John  Darnall  any  claims  she  might  have  on  the  estate.  "Dd.  Bk.S,

Baptized  13  February  1763  in  St.  Matthew's  Church  also  known 
as  the  Upper  or  Broad  Creek  Church  and  Addison's  Chapel,  Pis- 
cataway  Parish,  Prince  George's  Co.  ,  Md.  Presumablyhe  removed 
to  Kentucky  in  1783  with  the  family.  The  marriage  bond,  13  August 
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1786,  given  to  the  State  of  Virginia  andits  Governor,  Patrick  Henry, 
for  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  sterling,  signed  by  him  as  Smith  Darnal, 
and  by  John  Travis,  as  Elizabeth's  father,  was  found  by  the  com¬ 
piler  (H.C.S.)  in  the  first  box  of  records  onfile  in  the  County  Clerk's 
Office  at  Harrodsburg,  Ky.  Following  his  marriage, which  occurred 
at  Harrodsburg  and  was  performed  by  John  Warren,  he  was  given 
seventy  acres  of  the  original  grant  of  four  hundred  acres  to  Thomas. 
As  Smyth  Darnel,  he  was  a  member  of  Captain  Robert  Patterson's 
Co.  ,  of  Kentucky  Militia,  "on  duty  in  the  late  Shawnee  Expedition 
from  2  August  to  20  November  1780."

Early  in  his  career  he  had  changed  his  name  from  Rawlings  to 
Rollins.  He  was  so  enamored  of  Oregon  that  he  added  the  name 
Oregon  to  his  infant  son  Edv/in,  who  later  became  the  husband  of 
Mary  LaPage.  He  died  22  May  1870  in  Or oville,  Butte  Co.  ,  Calif.

Also,  there  may  have  been  other  children.  It  is  difficult  to  account 
for  the  paucity  of  data  available  on  this  family.  Some  of  the  miss¬ 
ing  data  on  William  and  his  family  could  well  serve  to  connect  many 
loose  links  in  our  Genealogical  chain.  One  cannot  help  but  wonder 
why  this  apparently  complete  dis -association  of  himself  and  family 
from  the  families  of  his  brothers.  Especially,  there  seemed  to  be 

no  restraining  ties  holding  William's  nephew  Thomas  (#788)  in 

Maryland,  following  the  decease  of  his  mother  and  his  consequent 
relief  from  any  responsibility  to  remain  in  Maryland.

Was  willed  his  father's  "old  gunn".  This  ended  our  information 
about  him.  It  is  highly  interesting  to  even  speculate  when  and  where 
he  took  and  what  he  did  with  that  "old  gunn".  There  was  a  Peter 
Darnel  (#Z91Z)  listed  in  the  Washington  Co.,  Pa.,  Census  for  1790. 
The  few  descendants  of  v/hom  we  have  record  seem  to  have  con- 
finedtheir  activities  to  W.Va.  An  Isaac  Darnel  (#  Z806)  was  granted 
land  in  Lewis  Co. ,  Kentucky,  between  Crooked  and  C  abb  in  branches, 
in  1813.  (Lewis  Co.  ,  Court  Orders,  Bk.  19,  p.,98.) 

While  no  family  connection  has  been  found,  they  may  well  be  de¬ 
scendants  of  that  Isaac  (#15)  as  one  of  the  deciding  reasons  for  lo¬ 
cating  in  the  same  area  as  the  other  descendants  of  Edward  (#11)  . 

Another  indication,  is  the  tendency  of  them  to  eitaer  remain  in  that 
locality,  or  to  gravitate  to  West  Virginia.

and  in  his  will,  written  15  September  1779  and  probated  Z8  June 
1790,  he  bequeathed  "all  my  land  together  with  negroes  and  all  my 
personal  estate  and  credits  to  him  (son  Thomas)  and  his  heirs  and 
assigns  forever".  Thomas  was  delegated  to  care  for  his  mother 
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Sarah  Darnall  throughout  her  lifetime,  "who  cannot  do  for  herself 
and  is  unsound  and  week  of  understanding".  The  estate  was  not 
closed  out  until  1795;  after  which,  Thomas  followed  his  brothers 
to  Kentucky.  Because  of  an  error  of  an  early  family  Historian, 
while' the  other  sons  of  Thomas  were  pretty  well  traced  and  their 
movements  and  families  recorded,  the  son  Samuel  was  very  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  as  "believed  to  have  been  named  William  and  to  have 
remained  in  Maryland".  The  probable  cause  of  this  was  the  fact 
that  he  and  his  children  chose  to  remain  in  Northwest  Virginia  after 
the  crushing  of  the  Indian  uprisings,  instead  of  continuing  on  to 
Kentucky,  as  did  John  and  Isaac.  The  children  may  not  be  listed 
in  proper  sequence.

In  1776  in  Frederick  Co.,  Md. ,  as  John  Darnold,  the  Census 
recorded  the  following  family:  "Marian,  31;  Cornelas,  14;  William, 
12;  Hennery,  10;  Rebeca,  8;  Thomas,  7;  Ezekil,  5;  Prissillar,  2; 
Rubin,  1." 

When  the  families  moved  on  west  is  not  definitely  known;  but 
Cornelius  (#791),  eldest  son  of  John,  stated  in  his  pension  appli¬ 
cation,  that  he  was  "drafted  into  the  army  in  1781,  from  Washington 
Co.  ,  Pennsylvania,  "  that  being  the  year  that  Washington  Co.  ,  was 
formed.  John  lived  on  Red  Stone  Creek,  a  stream  running  westerly 
into  the  Monongahela  River  and  in  the  area  now  in  the  northern  part 
of  Fayette  Co. ,  Pennsylvania. 

His  brother,  Isaac  (#786),  apparently  lived  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Monongahela  River;  as  he  was  listed  in  Washington  Co,  ,  Pa.  , 
in  the  1790  Census,  while  Fayette  Co.  ,  had  been  formed  in  1783. 

Their  brother,  Samuel  (#785),  apparently  never  lived  in  Pa.  ;  the 
family  homestead  lying  near  the  present  Lake  Lynn,  Fayette  Co.  , 
Pa.  ,  but  south  of  the  Mason  and  Dixon  Line  in  Monongalia  Co.  ,  W. 
Virginia.  Samuel's  grandson,  John  Wesley  (#1495),  reputedly  was 
born  in  1802  in  Greene  Co. ,  Pennsylvania,  formed  in  1796;  the  only 
early  record  of  any  of  Samuel's  family  in  Pennsylvania;  yet  the 
brothers  lived  within  a  radius  of  25  miles.  This  area  had  been 
claimed  by  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Virginia,  and  generally 
known  as  Northwest  Augusta. 

The  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II,  p.  200,  July  7,  1784,  states: 
"John  Darnold,  private  5th  cl.  Capt.  James  Craven's  Co.  ,  5th Batt.  , 
Washington  Co.,  Militia."  As  John  Darnel  he  was  granted  844 
acres  of  land  in  Jefferson  Co.  ,  Va.  ,  (now  Montgomery  Co.  ,  Ky. ) 
at  Grassy  Pastures  on  Lick  Creek,  on  May  17,  1780,  which  was 
reaffirmed  as  a  Lincoln  Co.  ,  Ky. ,  entry  in  1783. 

His  will  was  written  7  December  1797  and  probated  6  March  1798. 
Witnesses  were  Anthony  Futard  (Fur stad  or  Furtad),  Samuel  Mohen 
Arvin,  and  Thomas  Darnall  (Darneille).

His  will  is  recorded  in  Will  Book  A,  page  8,  Montgomery  Co.  ,

Notwithstanding  John's  large  family  of  sixteen  children,  some  of 
v/hom  were  under  ten  years  of  age,  the  bulk  of  his  real-estate  was 
willed  to  Cornelius  Darnal  (#791)  and  his  brother  Henry  (#793). 
Presumably,  they  were  expected  to  look  after  their  mother  and 
younger  brothers  and  sisters.  This  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact 
that  Cornelius  (#791),  when  he  was  discharged  from  the  Army  and 
intended  removing  to  Lincoln  Co. ,  Tennessee,  deeded  his  share 
of  the  estate  to  Henry  Darnall  (#793).

Later  he  joined  the  Reg¬ 
ular  Army  and  went  on  an  expedition  down  the  Ohio  River  to  The 
Falls  with  Gen.  Clark  against  the  Indians.  Became  ill  at  Ft.  Nelson 
and  after  three  months  was  discharged.  Went  to  Harrodsburg,  Ky.  , 
and  enlisted  in  Capt.  Pyatt's  Co.,  of  Marines,  1  March  1782  and 
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guarded  the  Ohio  on  the  boat  Rogales  until  September  when  it  was 
sunk  at  the  mouth  of  Bear  Grass  Creek.  Then  joined  an  Illinois 
Regiment  of  Regulars  and  with  the  Kentucky  Militia  marched  against 
the  Shawnees.  Returned  to  the  present  site  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
where  the  Militia  returned  home  and  the  Regulars  to  Ft.  Nelson. 
This  was  incorporated  in  his  pension  application  and  is  on  record 
in  the  Draper  Collections  in  the  Univ.  of  Wisconsin.  Deeded  his 
share  of  his  father's  estate  to  his  brother  Henry.  He  removed  to 
Lincoln  Co.  ,  Tenn.  ,  in  1808.  Died  28  June  1835.  Both  are  buried 
inthePigg  Cemetery,  fifteen  miles  northwest  of  Fayetteville,  Tenn.

LETTERS  OF  THOMAS  RYLAN  DARNALL 

William  E.Smythein  his  History  of  San  Diego  (San  Diego  1908)  states 
that  Thomas  R.  Darnell  (or  Darnall)  kept  a  store  in  San  Diego  in  the 
early  50's  and  that  in  1856  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
He  states  also  that  he  was  an  organizer  of  the  San  Diego  and  Gila  Railroad 
Company,  was  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  in  1858,  and  left 
San  Diego  soon  after  the  latter  year. 

The  excerpts  here  printed  are  from  copies  of  his  letters  made  by 
Darnall  himself  at  the  time  of  writing  which  are  now  in  the  possession 
of  his  grand-daughter,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Hughes.  The  first  Letter  (which 
we  have  not  included)  is  dated  December  8,  1850,  and  is  from  Yolo 
County,  California  where  he  was  evidently  engaged  in  ranching  after 
having  been  to  the  mines;  two  more  written  the  same  month  and  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1851,  are  from  Sacramento;  and  the  next  is  from  San  Diego,  June 
7,  1855. 

We  have  not  disturbed  Darnall' s  sometimes  curious  spelling  and 
capitalization. 


SAN  DIEGO  IN  1855  and  1856 

Brother  James  San  Diego  Oct  18th  1855 

. I  cannot  write  of  the  people  individually  nor  collectively, 

more  than  to  say  they  are  a  hetereogenous  combination  and  amalgamation 
of  all  nations  and  kinds;  before  the  arrival  of  the  americans  and  not  a 
little  time  before,  there  were  a  few  families  of  Spaniards,  and  a  lot 
of  soldiers,  who,  by  amalgamation  with  the  indians,  have  produced  the 
race  now  denominated  "greasers",  they  are  so  near  the  indian  or  negro, 

that  "it  comes  d - dnigh  to  kill  it"  I  know  many  american  men  here, 

whose  wives  and  children,  if  travelling  through  the  south  would  be  re¬ 
quired  to  show  their  passes;  yet  there  are  some  as  fair  and  rosy  cheeks 
among  the  native  Californians  as  can  be  found  in  any  part  of  the  world: 
"few  and  far  between".  I  have  not  seen  a  person  since  1851  that  I  knew 
before  that  time,  and  of  course  you  cannot  expect  to  hear  any  thing  of 
your  acquaintances.  Perhaps  a  slight  description  of  the  Celebrated 
City  of  San  Diego  would  interest  you: 

San  Diego,  (the  terminus  of  the  great  Pacific  Rail  Road  as  it  is  to  be) 
in  english,  is  Saint  James,  was  formerly  an  old  Presidio  established 
by  the  government  of  Mexico  for  the  protection  of  the  Jesuit  mission¬ 
aries  and  the  few  inhabitants,  who  lived  here  at  that  time,  from  the 
ravages  of  the  hostile  indians,  who  infested  the  small  settlements  on 
the  coast.  The  city  is  situated  on  the  ban  (Bay,  HCS)  of  san  diego  and 
contains  about  thirty  six  square  miles  within  the  limits  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion.  The  Bay  of  San  Diego  is  second  only  to  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco 
in  respect  to  size,  of  all  the  harbors  on  the  coast,  but  as  regards  safety 
San  Diego  harbor  is  not  excelled  by  any  harbor  in  the  world;  it  lies  in 
the  form  of  a  crescent  and  is  about  fifteen  miles  in  length,  and  from 
one  mile  to  three  miles  in  width,  is  completely  landlocked,  so  the  largest 
vessels  in  the  world  can  lay  at  anchor  in  perfect  safety  during  any  storm, 
no  matter  from  what  quarter  of  the  globe  it  may  come.  Immediately 
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within  the  mouth  of  the  harbor,  is  the  perfect  and  natural  breakwater 
'  Ballast  Point",  this  is  a  low  rocky  point  extending  almost  across  the 
mouth  of  the  harbor,  but  terminating  exactly  at  the  spot,  at  which  the 
best  engineer  would  have  cried  halt;  west  of  the  bay,  that  is,  between 
the  bay  and  the  ocean,  rises  the  promontory  "Point  Loma",  which  is 
the  site  of  the  light  house  but  recently  completed,  and  the  great  safe¬ 
guard  of  our  harbor.  Point  Loma,  at  the  mouth  of  the  bay  rises  abruptly 
from  the  water's  edge,  until  it  expands  into  a  plain  of  more  than  a  mile 
in  width,  but,  still,  retaining  its  elevation  in  the  background,  leaving 
our  beautiful  city,  as  it  were  in  a  bowl,  with  a  harbor  where  hundreds 
of  the  largest  ships  may  ride  at  anchor  with  perfect  safety.  The  bay 
abounds  in  all  kinds  of  fish,  even  Mackeral  are  caught  here  annually  in 
large  quantities;  and  a  kind  of  red  fish  of  which  the  fishermen  catch  an 
intensity,  and  dry  and  prepare  them  for  exportation;  there  is  a  kind  of 
shark  which  infests  portions  of  the  bay,  the  fear  of  which  renders  it  un¬ 
pleasant  bathing.  The  City  is  divided  into  three  parts,  1st  La  Playa 
(the  beach)  is  that  part  of  the  city  nearest  the  mouth  of  the  harbor,  this 
was  formerly  the  embarcardero  of  the  hides  and  tallow  that  were  shipped 
from  this  port,  and  is  on  the  part  of  the  bay,  now,  mostly  used  as  an 
anchorage,  here  the  mail  steamers  land  their  mails  and  freight;  here 
is  situated  the  Custom  house  &c  &c.  2nd  As  we  travel  up  the  bay,  we 
next  arrive  at  the part  called  Old  Townbythe  americans  and  El  Presidio 
by  the  Californians,  this  part  is  San  Diego  proper,  and  contains  most 
of  the  comer  ci al  house  s  of  the  City,  the  houses  here  are  generally  those 
that  were  built  by  the  natives  previous  to  the  year  1849;  and  are  com¬ 
posed  mostly  of  adobes,  and  covered  with  tiles;  they  are  generally  but 
one  story  in  highth,  and  the  walls  frequently  as  much  as  five  feet  in 
thickness,  the  better  to  withstand  the  frequent  visitations  of  earthquakes; 
this  is  the  principal  depot  for  produce  from  the  adjacent  country,  the 
Rancheros  come  here  to  barter  their  "effectos"  for  dry  goods  and  groc- 
eries;here  is  the  printing  office.  Post  Office  &c  &c.  3rdly  We  arrive 
at  the  part  called  New  Town  which  owes  its  name  to  the  recent  survey 
and  plat  of  the  place;  it  is  three  miles  from  Old  Town,  and  has  been 
built  since  1849,  the  inhabitants  of  this  portion  of  the  city  are  entirely 
americans,  it  has  been  a  thriving  little  place,  but  at  present  it  is  very 
dull;  there  the  government  commisary  depot  is  situated,  formerly  the 
supplies,  for  the  army  at  forts  Yuma  and  Jarupa,  were  freighted  on 
wagg°ns  from  this  place,  but  since  the  opening  of  commencement  of 
navigation  on  the  Colorado  river,  the  supplies  to  Yuma  are  shiped  by 
the  way  of  the  gulf  of  California,  consequently  the  withdrawal  of  the 
government  teams  has  injured  the  business  of  New  Town  considerably. 
In  the  year  1850  a  long  and  splendid  wharf  was  built  here,  at  an  immense 
cost  ($70,000)  but  from  sheer  negligence  about  repairing,  it  is  now 
almost  disused. 

San  Diego  will  probably  be  selected  as  the  terminus  of  the  great  At¬ 
lantic  and  Pacific  Rail  Road,  it  has  all  the  natural  advantages  requisite, 
for  the  terminus,  and  in  point  of  practicability  it  has  no  equal.,  although’ 
that  prince  of  topographical  engineers,  Lieut  Williamson  surveyed  the 
route,  by  passing  over  it  without  setting  an  instrument,  and  reports  it 
impracticable,  Mr.  Chas.  H.  Poole  civil  engineer,  in  the  employ  of 
the  San  Diego  and  Gila  Southern  Pacific  and  Atlantic  Rail  Road  Company, 
(there  is  a  name  for  a  company)  has  made  a  very  careful  and  correct 
survey  of  the  Route  declared  by  Williamson  to  be  impracticable,  and 
reports  to  the  company  the  feasibility  of  the  same.  I  do  not  remember 
the  exact  grade,  but  I  know  it  is  less  than  the  grade  of  several  of  the 
eastern  roads.  San  Pedro,  a  small  roadstead,  up  the  coast  from  here 
is  making  some  pretensions  to  rivalry  for  the  terminus,  they  have 
nothing  to  recommend  the  place,  but  the  ease  with  which  their  port  can 
be  entered,  for  vessels  passingup  and  down  the  coast  can  see  San  Pedro 
many  miles  before  they  reach  it,  there  is  no  Point  Loma  to  shield  it 
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from  the  view  or  the  winds,  no  Ballast  Point  to  retard  the  fierce  breakers 
approach;  but  every  part  is  open  and  exposed  to  view  and  storm.  San 
Francisco  is  too  far  away,  the  engine  must  stop  to  blow  before  she  goes 
such  a  distance,  and  when  she  stops,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Gila,  to  blow 
a  little,  we  will  switch  her  off  to  San  Diego,  at  least  let  us  pray  so. 
When  the  Rail  Road  is  completed  I  intend  visiting  the  eastern  states,  I 
would  like  very  much  to  visit  you  now  but  have  no  money.  I  own  twenty 
shares  intheS.  D.  &G.  S.  P.  &  A  R  R  Company,  *  we  have  a  charter  from 
the  state  of  California  for  the  construction  of  this  road,  the  continuation 
of  the  road  is  from  San  Diego  to  the  mouth  of  the  Gila  river  a  distance 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty  .miles,  we  contemplate  constructing  this  road 
so  as  to  meet  the  great  road  from  the  east,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Gila; 
beside  the  twenty  shares  in  the  Rail  Road,  I  have  invested  every  cent 
I  have  made,  in  city  property,  so  I  will  sink  or  swim  with  old  S.  Diego 
on  the  issue  of  the  Rail  Road;  yet  if  I  can  make  money  enough  this  winter 
to  come  home  on  I  will  come.  I  would  like  to  start  about  the  first  of 
March  next,  and  will  if  I  can  raise  the  wind.  I  think  I  have  a  very  good 
show  to  realize  a  few  hundred  dollars  by  that  time  but  may  slip  up  on  it, 
so  I  will  not  promise.  All  I  want  is  for  the  terminus  of  the  Rail  Road 
to  be  at  San  Diego,  then  I  will  be  with  you  forever,  and  have  money 
enough  for  all  of  us;  on  the  ninth  of  this  month  I  purchased  a  lot  of  land 
at  La  Playa  containing  five  acres  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
the  day  that  it  is  ascertained  that  San  Diego  will  be  the  terminus  of  the 
Road;  the  lot  fronts  on  the  bay,  and  is  the  best  lot  that  has  been  sold 
for  some  time  in  San  Diego,  most  of  the  valuable  lots  are  in  the  hands 
of  those  who  are  waiting  for  the  R  R;  "  There's  a  good  time  coming . " 

If  we  only  had  some  of  the  society  here,  that  we  find  in  the  older 
states,  then  we  would  have  the  greatest  country  in  the  whole  world, 
even  without  the  Rail  Road.  There  is  but  one  american  girl  in  the  place 
unmarried  who  is  grown,  and  she  can  neither  read  or  write.  We  have 
the  most  healthy  and  salubrious  climate  in  the  world;  I  have  been  here 
nearly  three  years,  and  have  not  seen  more  than  six  or  seven  funerals, 
and  most  of  these  deaths  were  caused  by  impudence.  We  frequently 
have  abaile  (ball)  to  while  away  the  time,  the  California  girls  are  great 
for  dancing;  their  principal  dancing  consists  in  waltz  and  polkas,  in  the 
execution  of  which  they  excel  any  girls  I  ever  saw;  they  likewise  beat 
all  creation  in  eating,  a  party  of  twenty  California  girls  will  eat  more 
than  a  hundred  american  girls.  As  the  women  excel  in  dancing  so  the 
men  excel  in  horsemanship,  they  are  by  far  the  most  superior  horse¬ 
men  I  ever  saw  even  the  boys  three  or  four  and  five  years  of  age  are 
expertinthe  management  of  the  horse.  I  know  one  sprightly  little  fellow 
eight  years  old  named  Francisco  Pico,  whom  I  have  known  to  travel 
frequently  the  distance  of  fifty  miles  on  horseback,  and  alone;  even  at 
their  bullfights  you  will  see  boys  in  the  ring,  from  eight  to  twelve  years 
of  age;  in  fact  I  might  with  propriety  say  they  are  bred  on  horseback. 

I  had  well  nigh  forgotten  to  inform  you  that  I  was  a  candidate  for  sheriff 
at  the  late  general  election  and  was  defeated  by  twenty  votes.

*San  Diego's  first  attempt  at  railroad  construction  was  in  1854.  "A 
company  calling  itself  the  San  Diego  and  Gila  Southern  Pacific  and  At¬ 
lantic  R.R.Co.,  was  organized,  and  its  route  surveyed.  The  project 
slumbered  for  the  next  few  years,  and  was  terminated  by  the  civil  war. 
About  1867  it  was  revived  with  the  expectation  of  forming  a  combination 
with  the  Memphis  andElPaso  transcontinental  scheme  of  John  C.  Fre¬ 
mont.  In  1868,  M.C.  Hunter  visited  San  Diego  as  an  agent  of  this  eastern 
company,  and  agreed  to  construct  a  road  for  the  franchises  of  the  Gila 
company;  but  before  the  surveys  and  maps  were  completed,  the  company 
dissolved.  The  contract,  however,  was  not  rescinded  until  1872,  when 
the  same  property  waspurchased  and  presented  to  the  Texas  and  Pacific 
R.R.co."  (Bancroft,  History  of  California,  VII,  595-96) 
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San  Diego  Aug.  5th  1856 

Usually,  we  have  the  most  mild  climate  in  the  world,  but  for  the  last 
few  days  it  has  been  intensely  hot,  and  to  alleviate  the  sultriness,  I  go 
bathing,  almost  every  evening,  in  the  ocean,  and  every  Sunday  certain 
for  the  girls  go  along,  and  Oh!  what  a  luscious  time!  "We  does  has"; 
that  is  a  luxury  I  never  enjoyed  in  the  States.  We  have  the  nicest  beach 
in  the  worldfor  bathing  with  just  sufficient  breakers  to  make  it  interesting 
and  pleasant.  It  is  very  dangerous  bathing  in  the  bay  on  account  of  a 
kind  of  fish  called,  here,  stingaree,  which  lays  flat  on  the  bottom,  it 
takes  its  name  from  a  sharp  boney  substance,  resembling  a  needle, 
appended  to  its  tail;  and  when  tread  upon  or  molested  will  strike  with 
great  force,  its  stroke  is  immediately  followed  by  great  pain,  accom¬ 
panied  with  swelling  of  the  wounded  part;  it  has  never  to  my  knowledge 
been  found  only  in  smooth  water,  so  to  evade  its  attacks  we  go  to  the 
breakers  outside  of  the  bay.  You  must  not  imagine,  because  it  is  not 
customary,  in  your  country,  for  men  and  womento  bathe  together,  that 
the  women  here  are  more  immoral  or  indecent  than  there,  such  is  not 
the  case;  custom  makes  laws,  and  as  it  is  a  custom  to  bathe  together 
here  we  can  see  no  impropriety  in  its  indulgence;  besides  it  is  becoming 
fashionable  in  the  eastern  cities.  I  am  no  nearer,  now,  apparently, 
coming  home  than  this  time  last  fall,  I  have  not  one  dollar  more  than  I 

had  then,  but  am  awful  home -sick . I  own  a  quarter  section  one 

mile  from  the  court  house,  which  I  want  to  enclose  this  fall  and  winter, 
so  that  I  can  rent  it  out,  if  I  enclose  it  this  fall  I  will  sow  the  whole  of 
it  in  wheat  and  barley;  fencing  is  very  costly  here,  we  cannot  get  any 
timber  that  will  make  rails  Except  pine  and  that  at  a  great  distance  of 
fifty  or  sixty  miles,  I  intend  to  fence  picket  fashion  timber  for  which 
can  be  obtained  within  a  range  of  twenty  miles . 

Sept  1st  My  birth  "Day" 

I  was  out  of  town,  when  the  mailboat  was  here,  on  a  little  speculation. 
The  Spanish  population  here  are  all  catholics,  and  they  always  celebrate 
the  natal  days  of  their  patron  saints  with  high  mass  and  feasting.  Forty- 
five  miles  from  here  is  the  largest  Mission  in  Calia'  dedicated  to  "San 
Louis  Rey",  the  anniversary  of  his  birth,  or  canonization,  I  know  not 
which,  is  the  25th  of  August.  So  in  anticipation  of  a  great  time,  I  went 
a  week  in  advance  with  a  load  of  goods  to  sell  -  and  made  nothing  and 
was  detained  until  the  mail  boat  had  gone. 

Father  and  Mother  September  13th,  1857 

. I  have  entered  into  a  copper  mining  speculation  in  Mexico 

and  have  invested  every  cent  that  I  can  call  my  own  and  a  little  more. 

I  feel  confident  that  I  have  a  good  show  to  make  a  grand  raise.  I  have 
had  quite  a  serious  difficulty  with  the  Mexican  authorities  during  the 
last  month,  I  was  confined  in  prison  for  twelve  days  in  a  very  precarious 
situation.  I  send  you  some  papers  containing  the  details  -  If  it  had  not 
been  for  this  difficulty  we  would  now  have  between  six  thousand  and  ten 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  ore  on  the  way  to  the  market,  but  now  I  do 
not  know  when  we  will  be  able  to  ship  the  ore.  I  have  two  joint  partners 
in  the  mining  operation.  Aside  from  the  mining  speculation  my  pros¬ 
pects  are  very  flattering.  I  have  a  considerable  amount  invested  in  San 
Diego  property,  which  I  think  shall  be  very  valuable  in  a  short  time. 
Tomorrow  I  start  again  for  the  mine,  and  will  probably  remain  there 
for  several  months,  it  is  situated  in  the  mexican  territory  of  Lower 
California  about  eighty  miles  south  of  the  line . * 

*William  E.  Smythe  in  his  History  of  San  Diego  (p.  653)  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  to  say  of  Darnall's  Mexican  adventure; 

"In  1858,  while  Thomas  R.  Darnall  was  W.  M.  of  the  lodge,  he  went 
down  into  Lower  California  as  manager  in  charge  of  a  party  of  miners 
andprospectors.  The  party  lost  a  number  of  their  animals,  and  at  last 
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caught  the  thief  in  the  act  of  stealing  one  of  them  and  by  accident  or 
otherwise  shot  him.  For  this  the  whole  party  was  arrested  and  im¬ 
prisoned,  but  Darnall  found  means  to  bribe  an  Indian  to  carry  a  letter 
to  San  Diego,  stating  that  they  expected  to  be  summarily  shot  or  sent 
to  the  City  of  Mexico  for  trial,  and  asking  for  help.  The  Masons  at  once 
gathered  at  their  hall  and  began  to  devise  means  to  rescue  Darnall  and 
the  other  Americans.  As  it  chanced  to  be  a  steamer  day,  word  was  sent 
to  the  lodge  at  Los  Angeles  that  their  aid  might  be  needed,  and  they 
replied  by  the  first  mail:  'If  you  wish  help,  notify  us  at  once,  and  we 
will  join  you  with  fifty  mounted  men'.  The  Mexican  population  of  Old 
Town,  becoming  aware  that  an  armed  expedition  was  in  preparation, 
sent  a  courier  to  their  countrymen  advising  them  to  release  the  im¬ 
prisoned  Americans  at  once,  or  'those  terrible  Masons'  would  be  upon 
them.  The  advise  was  taken  and  the  whole  party  released  and  soon  re¬ 
turned  safely  to  San  Diego.  "

His  birth  date  has  been  given  as  1780  and  as  1794.  There  is  some 
question  as  to  the  correctness  of  any  of  the  birth  dates  ascribed  to 
Isaac's  children.  The  place  of  birth  also  is  given  as  Maryland, 
Washington  Co.  ,  Pennsylvania  and  Kentucky;  the  first  date  and 
State  probably  are  correct.  Elias  and  his  brother  Allen,  under 
command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Payne,  were  captured  at  the  Battle  of  the 
River  Raisin,  now  Monroe,  Michigan.  Elias  escaped  barefoot,  and 
froze  his  feet.  In  1854  he  published  a  book  entitled  "The  Journal 
of  the  Hardships,  Sufferings,  Battles,  Defeat  and  Captivity  of  the 
Kentucky  Volunteers  and  Regulars  Commanded  by  Gen.  Winchester, 
intheWar  of  1812."  (Kentucky  Magazine  of  History.  Vols.  24-32.) 
In  an  old  history  of  Clark  Co. ,  Ohio,  mention  is  made  of  Elias  Dar¬ 
nell,  who  taught  school  about  1836  or  1837,  in  the  village  of  Fre¬ 
mont,  and  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  German  Twp.  in  that  county. 
Later  taught  at  Bethany,  West  Virginia  where  he  died.

His 
grandson?  James  born  in  1801,  supposedly  was  born  in  Virginia, 
and  may  have  been.  His  grandson,  Lewis,  was  born  in  1805  in 
North  Carolina.  One  letter  states  that  the  family  removed  from 
North  Carolina  to  near  Louisville,  Ky.  In  18Z4  the  family  removed 
to  Marion  Co.  ,  Indiana,  part  of  them  moving  on  to  Knox  Co.  ,  Ill. 
The  following  most  probably  are  grandchildren,  unless  he  was 
married  late  in  life,  which  is  not  indicated  by  the  size  of  this  family, 
or  by  the  birth  date  of  the  youngest  child.

Was  ordained  a  priest  of  the  Episcopal  Church  24  July  1789  by  Bis¬ 
hop  White  of  Pennsylvania.  As,  according  to  Rev.  Benjamin  John¬ 
son  Darneille,  a  great-grandson,  also  an  Episcopal  minister,  he 
must  have  been  at  least  twenty-five  years  old  at  his  ordination  it 
established  his  birth  date  as  early  as  1764  at  the  latest. 

He  filled  pastorates  in  Amherst,  Nelson,  and  Albemarle  Counties, 
Virginia.  Tradition  says  that  Rev.  Isaac  organized  and  was  first 
master  of  a  Masonic  Lodge  at  Warminster,  Albemarle  Co. ,  later 
in  Nelson  Co.,  Virginia.  In  1792  he  was  "of  Amherst  Co.,"  Va. 
That  the  glebes  were  so  poor  that  they  would  not  sustain  the  mini¬ 
sters,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  not  only  Rev.  Isaac  became  involved 
financially,  but  Rev.  Charles  Clay,  brother  of  Henry  Clay,  and 
others  who  preceded  him  had  like  difficulties.  Suffice  to  say  that 
his  father-in-law  John  Digges  was  security  for  the  debt.  Whether 
or  not  this  involved  a  family  break  is  not  positively  known;  but  he 
traveled  to  Kentucky  in  1793,  bought  land  near,  and  lots  in  Frank¬ 
fort,  tarried  awhile  and  wrote  the  "Letters  of  Decius"  which  are 
among  the  Rare  Papers  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  Washington, 
D.  C.  ;  then  traveled  onto  Kaskaskia,  Illinois  Territory,  and  be¬ 
came  the  second  lawyer  in  the  Territory.  When  a  land  office  was 
established  in  Pekin,  Illinois,  Isaac  removed  to  that  place  and  es¬ 
tablished  himself  as  a  Real  Estate  dealer.  Franklin  Darneille  is 
responsible  for  the  statement  that:  "Many  land  transactions  are 
recorded  in  French  in  Isaac's  handwriting."  As  a  candidate  for 
Governor  of  the  Territory,  he  was  beaten  by  a  small  majority. 

An  early  Governor  of  Illinois,  John  Reynolds,  in  his  Pioneer 
History  of  Illinois,  page  185,  states:  "in  the  year  of  1794,  the 
celebrated  Isaac  Darneille  arrived  in  Cahokia,  and  remained  in  the 
west  for  several  years.  He  was  the  second  professed  lawyer  that 
emigrated  to  Illinois,  John  Rice  Jones  being  the  first.  He  was  a 
classic  scholar  and  was,  in  his  person,  genteel  and  agreeable:  he 
possessed  the  easy  and  graceful  manners  of  a  polished  gentleman. 
He  was  large  and  portly,  and  made  it  a  sine  qua  non,  to  be  extremely 
neat  in  his  dress  and  attentive  to  his  personal  appearance.  He  pos¬ 
sessed  a  strong  intellect,  and  his  faculties  had  been  well  disciplined 
to  study.  His  honesty,  except  in  gallantry,  was  unquestionable.  " 
That  he  was  the  activating  cause  of  the  change  of  spelling  of  the 
name  to  Darneille,  and  was  the  first  to  use  the  spelling,  is  beyond 
reasonable  doubt.

It  was  the  compiler's  privilege  and  pleasure  to  know  Benjamin  Johnson 
Darneille,  Jr. ,  in  the  closing  years  of  his  life;  to  ride  many  miles  with 
him  and  to  spend  the  time  in  serious  conversation  with  him.  We  dis¬ 
cussed  many  subjects  on  which  we  agreed  and  some  on  which  we  dis¬ 
agreed. 

His  mother  was  an  Addison  and  he  was  related  by  blood  or  marriage 
to  many  prominent  families  of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

He  was  a  man  of  profound  learning  and  wide  experience.  Reared  in 
a  society  of  formal  dress,  including  "tails",  gloves,  spats  and  a  "stick"; 
trained  and  ordained  an  Episcopalian  Minister;  he  early  travelled  west. 
Acquainted  with  Goldfield,  Nevada  and  other  "diggin(g)s",  he  knew  life. 
He  knew  people  at  their  best  and  their  worst,  and  was  philosophical! 
He  knew  their  strong  points  and  admired  them;  their  weak  points,  faults 
and  foibles;  evaluated  them  and  was  tolerant. 

He  was  impatient  with  Genealogy  until  shown  that  it  was  not  for  the 
purpose  of  aggrandizement  of  anyone,  but  merely  to  trace  the  history 
of  afamily  as  Immigrants  and  aspioneers,  and  their  course  and  routes 
of  migration.  Thereafter,  he  proved  very  cooperative. 

He  spent  the  last  few  years  of  his  active  pastoral  labors  as  Chaplain 
for  tne  Veterans  Administration  at  Sawtelle,  California;  considering 
their  spiritual  needs  sympathetically. 

Personally,  he  was  not  spared  the  afflictions  and  discomforts  of  the 
aging;  spending  weary  and  painful  days  in  hospital. 

To  him,  Mrs.  Darneille  was  affectionately  dubbed  "Lady". 

My  pleasure  is  continued  by  association  with  "Lady"  Darneille  and 
their  family.

"In the  autumn  of  1816,  pioneer  settlers  of  Pleasant  Ridge,  Clinton 
Co.  ,111.  were  Isaac  and  William  Darnell  who  made  permanent  im¬ 
provements  in  this  part  of  the  County.  In  1818,  William  Darnell 
located  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  County.  " 

Franklin  Darneille  states  that  one  County  History  gives  Georgia 
as  the  State  from  which  they  came  to  Illinois. 

Apparently,  they  moved  back  and  forth  across  the  County  lines 
of  Clinton  and  Washington  Counties,  Illinois. 

The  1820  Census  of  Washington  Co.  ,  Ill.  records  Isaac  Darneal 
(Darnell)  in  Washington  Co.,  aged  26  to  45  and  wife  also  26  to  45 
with  2  sons  10  to  16;  1  son  and  2  daughters  under  10.  (This  would 
place  the  birthdate  at  somewhere  between  1780  and  1790  and  perhaps 
earlier;  William  probably  2  years  younger  than  Isaac.  ?) 

Isaac  Darneal  died  1 6  January  1845;  his  widow  Hannah  Darneal  and 
George  I.  Darnell,  Admrs.  of  the  estate,  all  of  Clinton  Co.,  Ill. 

William  Darneal,  23  January  1827  bought  the  N.  W.  quarter  of 
Sec.  12,  Twp.  1,  Range  2  West,  Clinton  Co.  for  $200  and  William 
Darnold  and  Nancy,  his  wife,  sold  it  3  April  1837  for  $550.  William 
Darnell  died  8  February  1845,  Eliza  Darnull,  widow,  named  with 
Sarah  Bishop  and  Joseph  French,  Admrs.  Possibly  William  had 
been  married  twice,  but  it  is  more  probable  that  her  name  was  Ann 
Eliza;  nicknamed  Nancy.

North  and  South  Carolina  frequently  have  been  referred  to  col¬ 
lectively  as  The  Carolinas,  which  has  caused  considerable  confusion 
in  statements  as  to  the  point  of  origin  of  ancestors  in  many  cases. 

While  the  birth  place  of  Lewis  (#2342),  born  in  1805,  is  given  as 
N.  Carolina,  that  of  his  brother  James  (#2343),  born  in  1806,  is 
given  as  S.  Carolina,  which  is  possible,  but  hardly  probable. 

A  James  Darnellis  listed  in  the  1830  Census  of  Newberry  Co.  ,  S. 
Carolina  as  being  over  50  years  of  age,  with  a  wife  40  to  50  years 
of  age;  a  son  and  daughter  each  10  to  15  years  and  another  son  15  to 
20  years  of  age.  These  ages  wouldfit  Sarah,  Sumner  and  Sanford. 
Also  listed  in  the  1830  Census  was  Daniel  Darnell,  26  to  45  years  of 
age,  and  a  wife  in  the  same  age  span.  The  given  name  Daniel  is 
rarelyfound  in  the  other  N.  and  S.  Carolina  Darnalls  or  Darnells.
